The ONW were far above the average 
ill point of looks and seamanship. As 
we were mustered to he divided into 
watches I was surprised to note the 
line bearing of the men.

If there was shirk 
among the lot, his looks did not betray 
him. When We were divided olT I fell 
to tho Captain's watch, whioll il in re- 
ality the second male's watch, and I

.Johnston and (Jreen. They were able 
teamen of middle age. and I here was 
bat one younger man I lian I in either 
watch. In the first til hours of our 
being afloat I saw four men knock.. I

It is usual for a Captain of a ship to 
make a little speech to the men when 
the watches are divided.

He was expected to in this case. The 
captain was on deck when he should 
have been below. lie looked for a 
kick against the provisions, and he 
proposed to shut the grumbler 
up. After a fore castle con fere nee il 
was decided to appeal to Ihe captain. 
Not a man of either watch could 
touch the provisions. An oldish man. 
who was a thorough sailor, very in 
tolligent, and the last lo liu.l fault, 
WftS selected as spokesman, and he 

put some of the provitiona in a kid,

As I told you, it was evident Ihe cap 
tain and males looked [or a protest.

Every one of us had 
been si tuck or kicked, and two of the 
men had been savagely beaten on the 
head were covered with blood. The 
name of the first male, wdio now went 
below With the Captain, was Mc- 
l.ogaii. The name of the second 
mite was Andrews. lie was a young- 
er man than the others and perhaps 
had more heart, for after a bit, while 
Herbert had the wheel, ho stopped 
near him and observed :

The olliceis had only to taste them lo 
realise that they were totally unlit, 
and I hoped the Captain would do 

ml thus do away with all cause 
for Further complaint. As the kids 
were brought forward at breakfast 
time, however, wetoented tho stink- 

uf long befon it reached us, and 
We found the biscuit and tea as vile as 

ever. Saving eaten nothingsincothe 

previous noon, and all of us being 
. men, you can imagine that we 
were sharp sel. Nol a man of us, 
however, could swallow that food, and 
the kids and pannikins were loft 
standing at the windlass for tho cook 

to carry liaek with I hen' contents un- 
touched The men looked at each 
other \\ ilh troubled faces, but there 
was no threat of mutiny. We wenl 
to our work <>n empty stomachs, as 
lid I lie ol her watch, and, though 
ihe otliccrs knew it not a word was 
said. The men chewed an exlra 
quantity Of tObaOOO, and hoped that 
noon would soften Ihe Captain's heart. 
Noon brought no change, and when 
supper was served and we found the 
same grub placed before us. the men 
broke OUt With curses. Jf the food 
had been ealahle, don't you suppose 
that sailois, who had been from 
twenty four lo thirty hours without 
eating a mouthful, would have at 
least nibbled at it? 1 am telling you 

what I afterward made aflidavitto. I 

made repeated attempts to worry down 
some of the meat, but each time it was 
rejected. Sonic of the men who got a 
few swallows of the tea down were 
made dreadfully sick. Again we 
wenl suppei less, hut now tho men 
i that no law of the 
permitted a captain to starve 
his crew.

The Oaptain 

i annul ten minutes, and then 

seening that Ihe men were not going 

to cat, he told Ihe second mate to or- 



der them aft All came in a body, 
and all bore themselves respectfully. 
" Hook here, Herbert," said the 
Captain, addressing the sailor wdio 
h.ui acted as spokesman on the pre- 
vious occasion, "what it the matter 
with the grub?" 

" Sir, there's never a man of us but 
what is willing to stand for the voyage 

and work our best, but the grub, sir, 
begging your pardon, was spoiled long 
enough befon it came aboard. Will 
yt)u please to inspect it, sir?" 

" Not by a damned sight, and now 
we'll see which end of this ship sails 
the other." 

Willi that he rushed upon Hurberl 
to strike him With his loaded weapon, 
while the mates seized belaying pins 

and dashed iu to knock down at many 
men as they could. The sailors rail 
forward, and 1 heard some of them 
begging for mercy. The officers I'ol 
lowed I hem, evidently determined to 
wreak savage vengeance, and il was 
only when driven to the windlass that 
tho men turned. It was'a case of sell 
defence. 1 could not well see what 
followed. Bar! heard pistol shols. 
savago oriet, a great si niggle, and, as 
it now came on a dead calm, left the 
wheel and ran forward. All was over 
when I got to the foremasl The 
three officers were dead or dying, Her- 
bert and another sailor were dead, 
and of the remainder of (he men at 
least live were seriously wounded. 
The mutiny had not lasted but live 
minutes. For a long time after I 
reached the bow the men stood look- 
ing around them Without uttering a 
word. Then, at last, a Yankee sailor 
named Hen Lobdell, who had a bullet 
in his left shoulder, stood out a little 
from the rest and said : 

"Mates, we have been driven to 
mutiny and murder. Aye. every man 
of you knows we had to turn to save 
our own lives against, those otliccrs 
lying dead. Ii fas all oome about 
through the bad grub. 1 shall how 
order tho cook to prepare us break- 
fast, and after that is eaten, we shall 
consult, as to what is to be done. 

Meanwhile, at in duty bound, 1 will 

set a signal of distress." 

The iteward got the flag from the 

locker in the Cabin and il was proper 
ley sot. Then the hurls of the wound- 
ed were looked to. and by thai time 
breakfast, was ready. It Wat served 
in our dishes and eaten on deck, and 
not a man of us had a word lo lay. 
Just as we were finishing, the cook aiid 
steward came out in company and 
hoped we would spare their lives. 
Ben got up and replied : 

" Don't take us for either mutin- 
eers 01 murderers. What has been 
done was only in self-defence. The 
life of every man here is as safe as m 
his own home. Now. then, the lirst 
thing is to see who of the poor fellows 
lying on the decks has a bit of lifo 
loft In him." 

The Captain and lirst mate were 
dead enough, as was the case wiih the 
two sailors, but the second mate had 
life in him. When ihe men were 
driven to bay they turned and need 
their sheath knives and the oapt tan 
bars. The second mate bad hit left 
arm broken and had received two 
stabs. Wo took him down bo his 
berth, romoved his clothes, and dress- 
ed his hurts, and when the Iteweid 
had prepared him a drink he opened 
his eyes, and when he found that we 
were in possession of the ship h, 
in the presence of four men : 

"I expeoted il would conic out this 
way. but. I had lo obey orders. While 
you have done for me 1 bear you no 
grudge. If you will draw up a stale- 
men of how it came about. 1 will sign 
it," 

1 drew up a statement of fact, and 
toe mate, who hadn't two hours to 
live, affixed his signature, and if was 
followed by the name of every man in 
the ship. 

Befon noon he was dead, and after 
dinner we buried all the bodies and 
made Ihe slop tidy. By mutual con- 
sent Hen was made oaptain, and a 
sailor named .lack Wonder was select 
ed as male. Il was our purp 
sail the ship back to Glasgow, and 
nol a man was allowed in the oabin, 
nor were any of the stores disturbed, 
except the provisions. The signal 
was kept Hying all day. but owing to 
tho oaltn we did DO) move half a mile, 
.lust at sundown a steamer came up 
with us, sent a boat aboard, and when 
told of what had happened she put 
several men aboard and got onl a low 
line and made fast to ns. Ii was I bus 
we returned to port, and the n. 
our arrival and the mutiny kicked up 

a grand exoitement. We wtn at once 

put under arrest, at we expected to 
be. and for the first week or Im 
the talk was to the effect that ever 
man of us would be hanged. If d 



n't seem to occur to the people at 

large that we were condemned long 
enough before the trial came on. 

The owners of the ship were rich as 
well as penurious, and they wanted us 
executed as a warning to other sailors. 
However, When the trial came on the 
general public got something to Open 
their eyes. Our lawyers had had the 
provisions inspected by medical men, 
and had saved samples for the jury. 
The medical gentlemen affirmed that 
no human stomach could retain such 
provisions, and recommended that the 
owners be promptly prosecuted. 
Then WO bad the name of the mate to 
the statement of facts, the testimony 

of the steward and cook, and it was 
shown that we bad set a signal 
and behaved ourselves in au orderly 
way. 

The case was decided in ten mill 
ntes, and every man of us was sel 
at liberty. There was talk of suits 
against the ship-owners, but they sent 
an agent around to each one of us with 
ti £10 note, and we made no move 
against them. Our trial and tho 
facts brought to light other facts, 
one of which was that British 
sailors were treated worse than curs 
and were fed mostly on condemned 

stores. A social and political agita- 
tion resulted, and from it. grow the 
Government inspectors and the laws 
which give sailors back the rights of a 
human being, The move which Plini- 
toll made against over loading was an 
offshoot of our mutiny, and I have 
heard it declared that our adventure 
was the best thing which could have 
happened for sailors on any ocean.

Patting for long periods litis to bo 
done intelligently or it may do more 
harm than good. I can fully appre- 
ciate the danger of advising any par- 
ticular course of action outside the 
line beyond which evcry-dav people 
should go ; but there is good ground 
for advising them to become anus 
to t t e d lo two meals. 

When Christ sat at the well in 
Samaria waiting for his victuals it was 
six o'clock p.m., Roman reckoning. 
He is never mentioned as having 
eaten at noon. The eating habits ot 
His disciples were the same. The 
only exception to the general record 
was St. Peter, who is said to have 
eaten a noon meal on the roof a: 
Joppa ; but, judging from what ap- 
pears elsewhere concerning him, 1 be- 
lieve he was then only breaking his fast 
for the ilny. 

The Chinese habit of eating only 
twice a day is confined to those who 
do not work in the fields. The lat- 
ter-mentioned class eat three limes. 

To break oil the habit of eating the 
noon meal it only requires about four 
days' persistent fasting. After that 
the craving for food will become more 
and more moderate, and ultimately 
disappear, — Herald of Health.

Now, say that breakfast time is 
seven o'clock. It. takes a full hour 
afterward before it is safe to interfere 
with the nervous energy essential to 
digest ion. By ten o'clock a healthy 
person ought to he in good condition 
for work. At about, eleven o'clock 
the air OUt Of door reaches the highest 

point of parity, or. in other words, 
the oxygen in the atmosphere is 
approaching the maximum. Ii 
continues in this state until one 
o'clock cm. The electricity follow- 
ing the sun is then at its height. 

So we have at midday the inner 
and outer conditions for the greatest 
brain and bodily power. To interrupt 
work at such a time is a mistake 
which the Anglo-Saxon race does not 
realize, because it has inherited the 
custom of stopping to take provisions 
between twelve and two o'clock in the 
day. 

All kinds of mental and physical 
work proceed bv belter sustained at- 
tention. The difference between an 
Isaac Newton and an ordinary mortal 
it shown m the case with which tho 
occupation of the day is thrown aside 
in order to do what is described as 
" fortifying the inner man." Nee 
ton could concentrate his mind upon 
a subject so as to be oblivions of all 
else, including eating and sleeping, 
for twenty-four hours. 1 think there 
is no appropriateness in comparing 
tho too frequently loaded human 
stomach to an engine which is all tired 
and working spendidly when the lire 
is buried under new coals and the 

■team cooled down by a deluge of water 

1 am convinced thai then ought to 
be an interval of at least, seven hours 
•between the two meals of the day. If 
there must be a brief rest, from labor 
at noon, it will be found healthier to 
do any thing else than eat and drink. 

Naiure is quicker to forgive the 
mistake of sleeping, bathing or walk- 
ing too much than the fault of 
oppressing the wholo man with an 
unnecessary load of food. The theory 
that the stomach demands something 
to sustain it after a few hours from 
the last time it took food, is I 
as that a horse should he put to work 
in a very little while afler it has had 
hard ser\ 

The ltomaoh is not dependent upon 
work for iis health, except as, of 
course, it and the whole body must 
have the blood made from its digested 
food : but this blood does not need re- 
plenishing so often as is supposed, 
considering that it remains in t

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80ME INTERESTING ITEMS A1UUT 
THIS PECUU.AU CURRENT. 

The Gulf Stream may he said to 
have its source in the Gulf of Mexico, 
whence it pastes around the Florida 
Keys, up through tho narrow channel 
between Florida and the Bahama 
Hanks, and then along the United 
Slates, following in a general way the 
trend of the coast and about one 
hundred miles from it. This causes 
it to flow in a northeast direction 
when near latitude 30 degrees, but as 
the penile] Of 40 degrees is approach 
ed it tends more to the eastward, 
gradually leaving the coast, and just 
south of the Grand Hanks of 
foundland its course is a little north 
of east. At the meridian of 4(> de- 
some authorities hold that the 
Golf Stream ceases to be an inde- 
pendent current, and that the drift 
after this longitude il passed is due to 
the prevailing westerly and south- 
westerly winds. 

Many causes have at various times 
been assigned as the motive for this 
vast stream ; among these were the 
supposed higher level of the Gulf of 
Mexico, the quantities Of water pour- 
ed into this Gulf by the Mississippi 

and other large rivers, the effeots of 

temperature, the effects of the trade 
winds, the difBerence Of barometric 
presswe, tho dillioronoe of density due 
to evaporation, and the rotation of the 
earth. Without going into the details 
of this question, on which scientific 
men aro by no means united, it is 
sufficient to say that the Gulf Stream 
comes from one of the last five causes 
set forth above, or perhaps from a 
combination of two or more of them. 

The length of the Gulf Stream from 
its startiug point south of Florida to 
Great Britain is about live thousand 
miles; Us breadth being at its stari 
about ninety-five miles; when off Oape 
Floiida, its narrowest section, forty 
tour miles; after this point is n 
it gradually spreads out until off New 
York it is probably three hundred 
miles wide, and off the British Isles it 
must be more than one thousand miles 
in width.

Two weeks ago, Rev. Dr. Milbnrn, 
tho blind preacher and chaplain of the 
House of Congress, delivered at Grace 
M. E. Church a very eloquent lecture 
on what he saw in England in the 
year 1857— thirty years ago. He de- 
scribed the buildings as though he 
had seen them with the human eye, 
and the scenes along the trip as 
though he had witnessed them. Final- 
ly he spoke of the characteristics of 
the English people, and compared 
some of them with those of the Ameri- 
cans. What we may be describing 
of the former as cold and seemingly 
less hospitable, is what we call re- 
serve. Understanding their character 
once, we find in them a really enter 
taining, yet reserved people. The 
proceedings of the lecture went to the 
night school for those youths who 
have to work during the day.
